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broadcasts presented by Polish Radio are those originating at large sports events 
or political rallies* Important broadcasts always are covered tsy a standby- 
transmitter if the main unit fails c Foreign broadcasts are received in Warsaw 
through the cable facilities of the Ministry of Post and Telegraph* Nowogrodaka 
Street* These broadcasts are relayed by telephone line to the transmitting sta- 
tion*
